1. '‘ Organization in the Federal and State Oovarmnentn 25X1 

"The entire veterinary service In the Eederatlon of Feoi>le'8 Republic 
(FFR) of Yugoslavia Is a government service. All veterinarians are 
civil servants. It Is a unified service vlth autonomous ri^ts of each 
state In respect to the Internal set-up. The Federal authority of 
Veterinary Service sets the patterns for the basic principles as far as 
they have general application In aU People 'a Bspubllca. It la also 
responsible for the foreign relations of the entire Ttgoalavlan veterinary 
syatem. Each one of the People's Republics has an office for veterinary 
service In the respective council of Agriculture and Forestry which Is 
in charge of the service within the area of each Republic as an independent 
agency. According to the deaooratlc principle of self-gevemnent, It can 
Issue special regulations cpnceynlng the Veterinary Bervlce yUaioh fact 
a:g?lalna certain differences In the ori^liatlon of Veterinary Service 
In the various Republics. The Veterinary Service Is beaded by the dhlef 
of the Veterinary Service who la directly subordinate to the Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

2. "Organisation In the People *s Odsaalttees of the Blstrlcts 

"A dlstrlot has either veterinary stations which are Incorporated 
Independent Institutions of the People's Oegnltteas or veterinarians 
enployed by them. These stations regulate veterinary measures within 
their areas as control of Infeotlous Uvestoek dlssasea, parasites and 
breeding diseases, control of Uvestoek shlpnonts, control of animals 
before slaughtering, meat inspection, control of all products of animal 
origin, treatment of animals, artificial Insemination and coordination 
of aU phases of animal husbandry. As a part of these veterinary 
stations, clinics are opsratsd which provide therapeutic servloe and thus 
promote the work of the veterinarian to a high standard. The majorlty 
of the districts have such well-eg,ulpped clinics. U the Serbian People's 
Republic an agronomist Is attached to the station. In this ease the 
station Is also concerned with the selection and control of animal 
produotlvlty. According to need in certain areas several clinics belong 
to one station.
